I m writing you concerning the telegraasent you a few 
days ago requestli£ support and financial assistance for the 
March on Washington. 

Our CoMittee wanted you to knoe that the major civil 
rights organisations have wide contributions totaling about 
$10,000 to get ths project off the ground. We are operating on 
a budget of boss $75,000, which includes sn itea of $15,000 for 
bringing the unemployed fro* across the county, and poor 
eorkers, *sgro and white, froa the South, n^yond these items 
ths budget also includes slacat $10,000 for literature which 
we ars supplying to groups serosa the nation for use in mobi¬ 
lisation. Needless to say, this budget does not include the 
fare by train, plsne, and hue of ths great majority of the 
100,COO paoule we e^ect to be in Washington. 

In light of the fact ths t the *arch, in addition to calling 
for meaningful civil rights legislation, calls also for fair 
and full ent>loyannt for all people, we are hopeful that ths 
Trade Union Movement will be especially interested in helping 
us raise this budget rathar than permit the Civil Rights Movement, 
which is already weighted down with heevy financial responsibili¬ 
ties, to sii sum still another burden. 

We are convinced that ths Trade Union Movement fully appre¬ 
ciates the stataaent in our "Call" to the affect that: "In their 
historio non-violsnt revolt for freedom, the Negro people know 
that, in the long run, there is no way for Negroes to win and 
hold jobs unless ths problems of automation, a stagnant econo^r, 
and discrimination ar«- solved." 

We hop>e therefore that you will give whatever assistance 
you can to ensbls us to sake the March on Washington the success 
we aspect it to b .
